9:30 AM Monday to face 
a court trail according to 
kycourts.net. 

They were to be 
tried on charges of assault 
(fourth degree) (minor 
injury) and criminal 
mischief (third degree). 
Michael Edwards was 
also to face a court trial 
on a separate charge of 
disorderly conduct (sec¬ 
ond degree). A court trial 
means the judge decides 
factual as well as legal 
questions, and makes the 
final judgment without a 
jury present. 

Another incident 
had raised emotions to an 
even higher level. Rich¬ 
ard Lawson and Michael 
Edwards’ grandfather 
Delmer Edwards had got¬ 
ten into a physical alterca¬ 
tion a few days earlier and 
Delmer suffer several in¬ 
juries including a possible 
concussion according to a 
family member. 

Richard Lawson 
is scheduled to appear 
in Clay District Court 
January 5 for an arraign¬ 
ment. He is charged with 
assault (fourth degree) 
(minor injury) according 
to kycourts.net. 

In addition a civil 
court case between the 
two families is scheduled 
for a court trial in Clay 
Circuit Court Monday 
(December 15). Published 
reports have stated this is 
about a property boundary 
dispute. 

Before any deci¬ 
sions could be made in 
court an incident began 
inside Wal-Mart Monday 
morning when Michael

Ashley Bray, and Richard 
Lawson happened to meet 
while shopping. Their 
dispute carried into the 
parking lot where Michael 
Edwards and Lawson also 
began a verbal alterca¬ 
tion according to police 
reports. 

Once the alterca¬ 
tion in the parking lot 
became physical, several 
911 calls were made to 
Manchester Dispatch 
and officers were quickly 
called to the scene. 

After the initial 
altercation Lawson was 
still in the parking lot and 
Michael Edwards left the 
scene, according to a wit¬ 
ness. Manchester Assis¬ 
tant Police Chief Patrick 
Robinson said several 
people saw the attack and 
helped Lawson. 

Within moments 
Michael Edwards returned 
with a gun causing many 
of the bystanders to flee 
the area. According to po¬ 
lice reports Lawson was 
shot twice with a 9mm 
handgun. It is believed 
both shots struck Lawson 
in the upper body. 

Edwards left 
the parking lot at a high 
rate of speed. Officers 
report he appeared to try 
to throw a gun out of the 
window of his blue four- 
door Geo Tracker. 

Deputies with 
the Clay County Sheriffs 
Office conducted a traffic 
stop on a vehicle match¬ 
ing the description and 
located Michael Edwards 
operating the vehicle. As 
officers advised Edwards 
to exit the vehicle he did 
so with a gun in his hand. 


smoke exposure for too 
long, only to send patients 
back out to the very job 
conditions where they are 
getting sick.

Smoking 
costs Kentucky $1.92 bil¬ 
lion a year in health care 


Officers in¬ 
structed Edwards to drop 
his weapon at which time 
he dropped the weapon 
on the ground. Michael 
Edwards was then placed 
into custody after a brief 
altercation with police. 

Michael Edwards 
was taken to the Clay 
County Detention Center. 
Later Robinson charged 
him with first-degree 
assault. Charges may be 
changed to attempted 
murder and wanton en- 
dangerment. 

Back at the scene 
of the shooting bystanders 
once again came to the aid 
of Lawson. 

’’There were 

people there that had done 
a great job and applied 
pressure to the wound,” 
said Robinson. ’’Probably 
helped save his life.” 

Lawson was 

treated at the scene by the 
Clay County Ambulance 
Service and then taken 
to Manchester Memorial 
Hospital. He was flown to 
University of Kentucky 
Chandler Hospital by Air 
Methods air ambulance, 
where he was expected to 
have surgery to remove a 
bullet from his stomach. 
He was initially listed in 
critical condition. 

Kentucky State 
Police, Clay County Sher¬ 
iff Deputies and Manches¬ 
ter Policemen searched 
the area around the scene 
for evidence. A handgun 
was discovered during the 
search. 

The investigation 
is ongoing with Detective 
Raleigh Benge in charge.

LASTING INFLUENCE 

We had a day care 
in our home for twenty 
years; we never reopened 
after the house fire that 
sent nearly everything we 
owned, including the day 
care, up in smoke in the 
summer of 2008. One of 
these days, I’ll write about 
the fire, how it was God’s 
will, the blessings we have 
received, and the wonder¬ 
ful working of God in our 
lives as a result of that life 
changing event, but today 
I’m writing about people 
and how we have an effect 
on those around us. 

This morning the 
phone rang and memories 
starting ringing in my 
mind. The man calling 
I’ll call him Eddie, long 
ago was a child in our day 
care; we started watching 
him just days before his 
second birthday. One of 
my most vivid memories 
of our past together comes 
from the first time we took 
Eddie to a playground. He 
fell and started screaming 
because his hands were 
dirty. I went to him and 
showed him how to wipe 
the dirt off his hands by 
wiping his hands on his 
pants. Our relationship 
had begun. Today Eddie is 
leaving to start his enlist¬ 
ment in the United States 
Navy. 

Eddie was in our 
care for several years, his 
father remarried and a 
babysitter was no longer 
needed. We’ve had some 
contact with Eddie’s fam¬ 
ily over the years, but not 
a whole lot. My wife was 
thrilled to receive that call 
today. Eddie is having a 
life changing event today 
and thought enough of 
us to share it with us in a 
small way. One day we 
will be a distant memory 
to Eddie, but a memory 
nonetheless. 


Let’s take that 
thought of memory and 
expand it further. I don’t 
know how many kids 
came through our doors in 
those twenty years, dozens 
at least, maybe hundreds. 
Occasionally, we’ll run 
into someone who will 
say, “Pastor Tim; Miss 
Julie; is that you?” Many 
times we don’t recognize 
them; they are adults now, 
no longer children. Every 
time we meet one of them, 
they talk of a memory, 
something that happened 
back when they were a kid 
in the day care. Whether 
we remember the event 
or not, makes no differ¬ 
ence, the fact they have a 
memory tells us we had an 
influence on their lives. 

There are things 
we all do that influence 
the lives of others. Lasting 
memories for them, maybe 
long forgotten by us, but 
life affecting to them. 

The evening our house 
burnt down, no one was 
home, we were at church 
in the middle of Vaca¬ 
tion Bible School. The 
phone call came from our 
neighbor who called 911 
after seeing the smoke. 

We rushed home. 

By the time we 
arrived, the damage was 
done, nothing was left.

God works in our 
lives and the lives of other 
all the time. It was no ac¬ 
cident when Eddie’s dad 


suddenly found himself in 
need of day care and was 
told of our business. It 
was no accident our house 
burnt the day it did and it 
was all part of God’s plan 
when my friend, the fire¬ 
man, was the first person 
to greet us when we ar¬ 
rived. 

God works 

through His people and He 
wants to work through you 
to be an influence on His 
behalf in people’s lives. If 
you’re thinking, “I have 
no idea how to do that!” 
consider this. Jesus told us 
loving God was the great¬ 
est commandment and 
loving our neighbor is the 
second greatest command¬ 
ment. He then tells us, 

“On these two command¬ 
ments hang all the law and 
the prophets” (Matthew 
22:36-40). 

How do you make

As hard as it is 
to believe another year 
has come and gone and 
Christmas time is here 
again.

It was the first time 
I ever saw my grandfa¬ 
ther, Opal Peters, with 
tears in his eyes. It broke 
my heart, I’ll never forget 
it. 

One year in the 
early 70’s, maybe 1972 
or so, things had been 
very tough money wise 
for my family. A strike at 
my stepdad’s work made 
it difficult for us to make 
ends meet. Mom and dad 
were miserable worrying 
about us kid’s Christ¬ 
mas. We kids agreed that 
instead of getting presents 
that year we would use 
the money to come home 
to be with our family. 

It was the best decision 
we ever made. What a 
wonderful time we had 
together. 

Christmas 

of 1976 was the first 
Christmas we had ever 
had after a close family 
member had passed away. 
Maudean, my aunt had 
died from leukemia at 
the age of only 21 in the 
fall, and we struggled to 
cope. Being together and 
sharing the grief and love 
as a family helped ease 
the pain. Though it was 
a bittersweet Christmas, 
the smiles and laughter of 
the small children made it 
special again. 

On December 
13th 1988 my first child 
Kayla was born. She 
was very sick and almost 
didn’t make it. She was 
in Children’s Hospital 
in Cincinnati through all 
of December hooked up 
to machines that were 
keeping her alive. It was 
a miracle that she had 
survived this far. My wife 
and I spent the first week 
with her, never leaving, 
and then went to see her 
twice a day every day 
afterward. Come Christ¬ 
mas day we got up and 
went to visit our baby. 
When we walked in the 
ICU unit she wasn’t in 


her crib, the wires and 
hoses were gone. We were 
scared to death. Panicked 
we looked around and 
saw the nurse carrying her 
and singing Silent Night 
to her... On Christmas day 
our child had turned the 
corner and was healthy 
enough to be off life sup¬ 
port. God had given us the 
best gift ever! 

As I grew older 
and more successful in 
my work career I have 
been able to give my 
kids much more than my 
mom ever was able to 
give us kids. I am thank¬ 
ful that I have been, but I 
don’t remember a single 
Christmas where the gifts 
were the best memory. All 
of my favorite times were 
of family. I wonder if the 
hard times didn’t make 
the good times that much 
better. 

We would have 2 
more babies bom around 
Christmas in the next 
ten years. No better gifts 
could I ever hope for. The 
memory of my children’s 
faces as they woke on 
Christmas morn and saw 
the presents under the tree 
is priceless to me. 

Five years ago my kids 
spent their first Christmas 
without their momma, my 
wife. Without my family 
and friends I doubt we 
would have made it. But 
again, love and faith made 
it a celebration of her life. 

I have heard since 
I was a small boy that as 
you grow older you leam 
through your experiences. 
These experiences, both 
good and bad, are sup¬ 
posed to help you to gain 
wisdom. While I am 
sure I have not always 
made the best choices, 
nor am I convinced that I 
have acquired “wisdom”, 

I am sure that I have 
learned. 

I have learned 
that money is not the most 
important part of being 
happy. I have learned that 
family and true friends 
are the real gifts. Living 
honesty, with integrity 
and doing the right thing 
means more than how 
much my house cost or 
what kind of car I drive. I 
have grown to realize that 
helping the ones in need 
when I can is much more 
satisfying than counting 
my savings or buying a 
new overpriced phone. I 
have learned to be thank¬ 
ful for the many bless¬ 
ings I have and learned 
to enjoy every second of 
the time I have left. I have 
learned to be happy. 

My prayer for this most 
wonderful time of year is 
for each of you have the 
most joyous and won¬ 
derful Christmas ever. I 
hope this year you make a 
precious memory. Thank 
you my friends for help¬ 
ing make my Holidays 
special. 

Perhaps, after 
all, I have gained a little 
wisdom.

tion. Applicants are asked 
to provide global position¬ 
ing coordinates for the 
property if possible. Ap-
